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The Abbey Gateway. The Abbey Church (once 
Cathedral) of St. Andrew is a magnificent specimen of 
Early English architecture. Its history is most interesting, 
dating back to early Saxon times. The present building- 
dates from the 12th century, when it was re-built by 
Thomas II. Archbishop of York. Portions of the old. 
precinct walls are still in existence, notably the Abbey 
Gateway which dates from 1160. 
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
